The Tax on CIrculatinz Note* I»ued bj 
Foreign Institutions. 


WASHINGTON, March a—Tbe recent ac 


tion of internal revenue officers looking 
to the collection of ten per cent, tax on 
circulating notes Issued by foreign tnat'- 
tutions, has prompted applications from 
national bank: in various parts of the 
country for information as to the law on 
the subject, and the construction of it by 
tbe Government. In order to reply au- 
thoritatively the Comptroller of tha Cur- 
rency bag obtained from the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue the following 
statement: Every bank located in the 
United States, whether State or Nation- 
al, Is liable to a tax ot ten per centum on 
the amount of Canadian bank notes userl 
for circulation and paid out bv it in this 
country, and a true and complete return 
of the monetary amount of such notes 
so 
paid 
out by it for the previous 


six months must be made and rendered in 
duplicate by each and every such bank on 
the first day of June and the first day oi 
Detember. One copy of this return inuit 
be transmitted to the collector of the dis- 
trict In which the bank is located, and 
the obhe,' to the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue. This tax ia imposed by section 
8412 R. S. and section 20 ot the act of Feb- 
ruary 8, 1875 (1« stats.,-811), and the IB 
turns are required by section 8414 R. K 
and section 21 of said act of February 8 
No internal revenue tax is imposed for 
paying out the notes of the Dominion oi 
Canada, as it is understood they are obli 
gations of the Dominion itself, and not ol 
any bank or banker, and, consequently 
no returns of the amount of them paid oul 
by the banks has been required. 


A bank is not regarded as paying ou< 


Canadian bank notes within the meaning 
of the statute when it simply sends them 
to Canada for redemption. 
If the bank, 


when it sends such notes to ft correspond- 
ent bank in the United States, sends 
them, not to b* placed to its credit on the 
books of the bank in settlement 
of bal- 


ances-or to be appropriated to the pay- 
ment of debts, etc., etc.. but simply to be 
forwarded to Canada for redemption, and 
tbe correspondent bank, as its agent, thus 
forwards them, they need not bo treatad 
as paid out iu this country by either of 
tbe bankt. 


The New Chinese Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—The new Chi- 


nese treaty will be nigned within a few 
days by Secretary Bayard and the Chi- 
nese Minister. This treaty, it is under- 
stood, contains very rigid 
provisions 


against the importation of Chinese labor- 
era into this country. It is an absolute 
inhibition against such importation, tbe 
only point of difference arising in the 
demand of tbe Chinese Minister that Chi- 
namen who bad lived in the United 
States, and bad acqniied a residence 
here, should be permitted to pass be- 
tween this country and tlietr native laud. 
The trouble in regaid to the matter arose 
from the be lief that under the law re- 
stricting immigration, the plea of former 
residence has been utl'izad to bring in 
tens of thousands of new Chinamen. 
It 


was finally arianged that any Chinaman 
who had made the United States Ms 
home and had acquired possession ot 
property valued at ,1>1,000 shall be per- 
mitted to visit Chiua and return. The 
treaty will be sent to the Senate lor it« 
action in a few days.

Connecting Lines Refusing to Hat* 


die Chicago, Burlington St 


Quinoy Freight. 


Both Parties Still Holding Out, and 


Both Expressing Confidence a* 


to Final Results. 


CHICAGO, March 8.—All th«' interest in 


the Burlington strike centered last night 
around

purpose of considering 


tho desirability of tying up the Chicago 
& Northwestern for its action In handling 
freight passed over the Burlington. Up 
to seven o'clock all tha msmbarj ot the 
committee bad not arrived, and It was 
considered doubtful whether a meeting 
wonld be held before nioniincr. Mean- 
while reports came in to headquarters 
that the grievance committees of the fit 
Paul, Wisconsin Central and other roads 
were In session on their respective divl. 
•ions, and the air was full of the rumors 
of war. 


According to various irresponsible au- 


thorities, the New York Central and 
Michigan Central and other roads have 
been endeavoring to Induce their em- 
ployes to go to tbe aid ot the Burlington, 
and free passage and other inducements 
have been freely offernd. 


At the headquarters of the strikers, 


where this information ha< b?en supposed 
to originate, complete Ignorance of any 
such facts is express"-!, and the stories 
met with an emphat'C denial at theoffices 
of the Burlington road.

our shippers. If we find that under exist- 
ing conditions we are powerless to do so, 
we will go Into the courts, if necessary. 
We are oommon-carrlers, and are com' 
peled toreceive freight ottered. The con- 
necting lines are also common-carriers, 
and they, likewise, must receive freight 
if offered. It seems that the represent- 
atives of the Brotherhoods are going to at- 
tempt to annoy us. It is not action of thfs 
kind that will make us g v» in to them. We 
are not going to sunender to tuem, nor 
will the men that l-ft us at tbe dictation 
of Chief Arthur bett >r their con lit ion by 
attempting to ob^tr.ict shippers and delay 
business. It must be remembered that as 
a last resort we can obtain an order ot 
court competing counseling lines to ban.
